MONTREAL, (CP) — An 
explosion ripped through a 
Molson’s brewery building 
housing fermenting vats 
and grain storage bins in 
east-end Montreal today, 
taking the life of one worker 
and injuring two others, one 
seriously. ; 


An ammonia tank on what 
would be about the eighth storey | 
exploded at 2 a.m. and the biast, 
punched out ali four walls up 
to what would be the equivalent 
of the 10th or 11th storey. Only 
the internal structure of the 
building kept the top section 
from collapsing.

FOUL-SMELLING GAS 

No fire ‘was visible following 
the explosion but foul-smelling 
ammonia gas billowed from a 
severed ammonia pipe on about 
the eight-storey level. 

The upper floors each housed 
about 25 brewing tanks, each 
containing an average of about 
425 barrels of brew. Streams-of 
partly fermented beer and ale 
flowed from the building and 
backed up through the sewers 
near the building, on Notre 
Dame Street East. 


COST $2 MILLION 

Officials of ‘the brewery said 
it will take some time to esti- 
mate damages. 

The officials said the brewery 
was built 4% years ago at a 
total cost of $2,000,000, including 
equipment, and is not considered 
a total loss. 

Senator Hartland de M. Mol- 
son, president of the brewery, 
described an earlier damage 
estimate of $10,000,000 as “abso- 
lutely fantastic.”

And new 
pipe in sufficient quantities could 
not be manufactured before the 
autumn of 1957 nor installed before 
the spring of 1958. 


Therefore, the Government. .was 
compelled to support Trans-Canada 
and loan it hyge sums of taxpayers’ 
money. In any case, it preferred’ a 
privately-owned to a state pipeline. 
It did not wish to go into the gas 
business and find itself continually 
jostled between the producers of 
prairie gas, eager for higher prices, 
and the housewife, eager for lower 
prices. 

Yet the net result of all this haste 
may be to foree the Government into 
the gas business, since Trans-Canada 
will-be unable to repay its loan by 
April 2 next if, by that time, it has 
not secured an American market 


Then the Government must fore- 
close the mortgage, take over 
prairie section and build the eastern 
sections, unless some other company 
comes to its rescue But as Mr. 
Howe says we shall at least have the 
beginnings of a pipeline — a real as- 
set for our money. Whether it will 
be a paying asset is another and 
highly questionable matter 

The case against the Government 
is tuat, in its haste, it has embarked 
on a venture without seeing the end 
The Conservative Party, how 
prefers to argue that the 
scheme is. some kind of American 
conspiracy engineered by Mr. Howe 
And it is not candid enough to admit 
that if the present arrdngements are 
cancelled, work on the pipeline can- 
not start this year 

In all this confusion the 
imposed on the House of Commons 
debate is most regrettable and will 
damage the Government especi- 
ally a Liberal Goverhment which has

The Government is the prisoner 
of its own timetable. If it cannot 
close debate by June 1, the pipeline 
cannot reach Winnipeg this year 
Why should it?

That will be the aimoof a small armada of anglers who 
will open the annual assault on Saanich Inlet's money-lined 
waters this Sunday in the opening day of the Victoria-Saanich 
Inlet Anglers Association Ladder Derby. 

The popular derby, which generates more summer long 
enthusiasm than any of its kind, opens Sunday—and will ex- 
tend through to July 29. The main fishoff will be held August 
19 and the. Duffer’s fishoff a week earlier, August 12.. 

For those not familiar with the derby, here is a brief run- 
down on how it works. 

All entrants‘must have a VSIAA membership and a Lad- 
der Derby ticket. 

In each of the 10 qualifying weeks, there will be 50 rungs 
open for each weekly ladder.-When a salmon is entered on a 
weekly ladder, the derby ticket must be surrendered.

IT’S NOT TOO LATE TO SQUASH THE CURSE 
Caterpillar Plague Peak Crawling Nearer 


A plague of caterpillars, 
one of the worst in recent 
years, is expected to reach its 
peak within about two weeks. 

Entémologists have ‘warned 
that the pests already are 
leaving their nests and have 
begun” stripping trees, but 
that there is still time to do 
effective spraying to ~control 
them. 

DDT spray or dust,“or mat- 
athion,- are effective in. con- 
trolling the caterpillars. Ac- 
cording to the experts, it 


should be sprayed on foljage 
and fences, since the pests 
can be killed not only by eat- 
ing poisoned leaves, but by 
contact with the poison on 
the ground. 

Already hundreds of trees 
have been defoliated by*the 
ravenous crawlers, especially 
in Saanich where no munici- 
pal attempts were made to 
control them. The city, Esqut- 
malt, Oak Bay and ‘Centrat 
Saanich curbed the plague to 
a certain extent with spray- 


ing programs in the 
spring.

The British Treasury is strain 
ing every effort to release dol 
lars for investment in Canada 
says Leslie Davies, chairman of 
the board of B.C. Land Invest 
ment Agency Ltd. now visiting 
the company’s Victoria office 
from his headquarters in Lon 
don, England. 

“If there is any prospect of 
a fair return on investments in 
Canada over a_ reasonable 
period, the treasury will usually 
release funds for investment 
over-fiere” Mr. Davies told the 
Times in an interview 

“It is my impression that our 
investments in Canada have in 
creased substantially in Canada 
during the last two or three 
years and I believe‘the desire to 

. invest in Canada is increasing.” 

Visiting B.C. for the first 
time since 1953, Mr. Davies is 
impressed by the “sound basis” 
on which industry is develop- 
ing’ here. 

In the drive for export trade! 
Mr. Davies says ‘British manu- 
facturers are now studying the 
Canadian and U.S. market to a 
greater extent than ever before 

“This is particularly notice- 
able in the field of motor cars 
and. wearing apparel. Many of 
Britain's export goods are now 
scarcely distinguishable from 
Canadian products.” 

Mr. Davies says an increas-

agents. Several large concerns 
now have their own stores in 
Canada and the U.S. and he be 
lieves this trend will increase 

The firm which Mr. Davies 
heads in London was estab 
lished there in 1863 for the pur 
pose of investing in British Co 
lumbia, The office in Victoria 
now headed by Robert Shanks, 
was opened the same year. In 
London Mr. Davies is a practic 
ing. chartered accountant as 
well as a director of several 
British companies 

“Our prospects out here are 
better than they . have ever 
been" he said “and we have re- 
gained the ground we lost dur 
ing the depfession period, We 
opened an office in Vancouver 
jast year and in time we may 
be~ able to open: up in other 
parts of the province.” 

Mr. Davies is keenly inter- 
ested in.the..prospects. of in 
creating British emigration to 
Canada and says 

“We should take the long 
view and encoufage the very 
best people to settle out here. 
There is no sense in telling 
skilled workers they should 
stay at home when their pros- 
pects are better elsewhere.

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“ARCHBISHOP’S STAND 


‘BRINGS FIERY CROSS 


NEW ORLEANS (AP) — An eight-foot fiery 
cross was ignited late Thursday night-on the grounds 
of the residence of Most Rev. Joseph Francis Rummel, 
Roman Catholic Archbishop of New Orleans, who-has 
been criticized for his stand against racial segrega- 
tion. 

The wooden, gasoline-soaked cross was propped 
against a fence in front of Notre Dame Seminary 
which adjoins the archbishop’s residence. 

Firemen quickly put out the blaze. 

Some Roman Catholic groups in the southern 
states have been critical.of the archbishop since he 
issued a pastoral letter three months ago condemn- 
ing racial segregation as “morally wrong and sinful.” 
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
